TO PEACE RIVER. 

The Northwest government is to be 
congratulated on its action in under- 
taking the work of opening up what 
really amounts to a wagon road to 
Peace river so soon after the return 


of Mr. Chalmers’ exploring party. 
While the loss of the time which has 
occurred since it was first decided to 
open up this road to the present is to 
be regretted, on the other hand 
a thorough examination of a num- 
ber of trails has since been made with 
the result that opinion which was 
formerly divided as to which trail 
should be opened is now united on 
the trail from Fort Assiniboine to the 
west end of Lesser Slave lake—the 
shortest line that conld* be taken—as 
being the one to improve either for a 
winter trail or a summer road. This 
is of great advantage to the govern- 
ment in prasecuting this or any other 
public work. If there is uncertainty 
as to what is best there is sure to be 
hesitation and delay, probably at the 
very time when haste and decision are 
most necessary. 

At present the road is passable for 
wheels from Edmonton to the Atha- 
basca at Fort Assiniboine, about 85 
miles From that 
point to the western end of Lesser 
Slave lake is about 115 miles, and it is 
this stretch of country that has been

Once Slave lake is reached a wagon | 


road exists to Peace river crossing, 80 
miles further, and to Dunvegan, 60 
miles up Peace river from the Land- 
ing. Beyond Dunvegan to Fort St. 
John, 125 miles, there is a good pack 
trail or sleigh road. For i125 miles 
northwestward beyond St. Jokn to 
the crossing of the west branch of the 
Nelson river, the country is certainly 
practicable for pack horses, as two out- 
fits have gone over it this season. So 
that the clearing out of the 115 miles 
from the Athabasca river to Lesser 
Slave lake practically opens 600 miles 


of horse and cattle trail towards the] 


Yukon. 

The belt of the country lying along 
the Athabasca between the prairies 
of the Saskatchewan and of the Peace 
is thickly timbered and hard to get 
through at any point. The fact that 
there was no wagon road threugh 
this belt of country is what has kept 
the Peace river district from being 
brought within the range of settle- 
ment long ago. 

It is not alone, however, as a part 
of the overland route to the Yukon, 
or as a means of securing the settle- 
ment of the Peace river country that 
this road will be valuable. The dis- 
tance from the railway terminus and 
agricultural settlement of Edmonton 
to Peace river crossing is 260 miles. 
This route offers special advanteges 
for winter freighting, being well shelt- 


ered and there being opportunities for 


putting up unlimited quantities of 
hay at Slave lake and elsewhere along 
the route. The Peace is easily navig- 
able for large steamboats during a 
long seascn frem the~crossing to the 
foot of the Mountain portage not 
more than 100 miles from the Omenica 
gold diggings. On the greater part 
of this 100 miles another steamer could 
be used. The Omenica diggings are 
inaccessible from the west except at 
great expense over long and difticult 
pack trails. The cost of getting in 
supplies by the westerly routes has 
been a great bar to the development 
of the diggings and hydraulic workings 
there. With the possibility of laying 
down supplies cheaply at Peace river 
crossing by sleigh or wagon from Ed- 
monton as will now be the case, there 
is no doubt that commercial enter- 
prise will soon provide the steamer or 
steamers necessary on Peace river to 
re-open the Omenica diggings to pro- 
fitable working and to give the en- 
larged trade of the district to this 
section of the country.

NORTHWEST FINANCES. 

A statemsnt of the public accounts 
of the Northwest Territories for the 
year ending Ang. 31st, ’97, is to hand, 


in a neatly printed form. For some 


years these accounts have not been 
printed for reasons of economy. But 
it seems more true economy that the 
people should have fair opportunity to 
know where their money comes from 
and where it goes to, in order that 
they may keep a better check on it 
and on the handling of it, as is their 
right, and duty. It would be still 
better if the accouuts for the year 
ending Aug. 3lst, 97, could also be 
laid before the assembly and before 
the country during the present session, 
as the value of the publication of the 
accounts is very much lessened by the 
fact of a full year’s expenditure lying 
between the last published expendi- 
ture and tiie beginning of the year 
for which money is being voted.

SWEDISH IMMIGRATION. 


C. O. Swanson, Swedish immigration 
agent, and founder of the Scandinavian 
settlements at Wetaskiwin, was in 
town on Tuesday. accompanied by Mr. 
Olaf Aske, recently of Lake Lilian, 
Minnesota; who is so well satisfied 
| with the country that he will not re- 
;turn, but will send for his family to 
join him at Wetaskiwin where he will 
settle. He will be followed by twelve 
or fifteen families from the same dis- 
trict of Minnesoia. 

Mr. Swavson estimates the Scandi- 
navian settlements in the neighborhood 
of Wetaskiwin at i,800 souls. All are 
doing welland are well pleased with 
the district and especially with the re- 
sult of this season’s operations. Oving 
to the bad crop of 95 a few of the set- 
tiers brought in by Mr. Swansou left 
the Territories. _ Of these several 
families have returned. Those now 
here are on a permanent footing and in 
the way of doing well for themselves 
and for the district. 


Mr. Swansons efforts have been chief- 
ly to the United States, but during the 
past summer he visited Sweden on the 
occasion of the Stockholm exhibition 
in the interests of immigration. He 
found the home field sot very promis- 
ing owing tothe good times prevailing 
in Sweden at present. However, he 
was accompanied on his return by 23 
settlers, followed shortly afterwards by 
six other single men and two families. 

Three threshing machines are being 
operated in the Scandinavian setile- 
ments near Wetaskiwinn. The owners 
are Messrs. Peterson, Swanson and 
Ericson.

Three thousand men or 
more had come in since July, and an 
average of 25 boats per day, with from 
five to fifteen men in each, were com- 
ing in. The majority of these have 
enough provisions to last them fora 
time, but a great number had unhap- 
pily discarded their grub and came in 
very light, with the expectation of buy- 
ing supplies in Dawson, where just now 
food cannot be procured for all the 
On Sept. 14th, 
there were, counting private supplies as 
common property, about four sacks of 
flour per man, and you may guess how 
long that would last with the popula- 
tion growing daily. 

No one thinks much or talks much 
of gold there at present. It is food- or 
starvation that is the all-absorbing 
topic. Still there have been some 
great discoveries this season—those at 
Skookum gulch and on Henderson 
creek particularly. The former runs 
up from Bonanza creek, and Dick 
Lowe, the discover, who has his claim 
at the entrance to the gulch, has with 
the help of but one man been taking 
out 25 pounds of gold a day. 

He has from three to four hundred 
pounds stored away now, and this gold 
is of much finer quality than that from 
the El Dorado. In fact all the Bonan- 
za gold is. The gulch is all taken up, 
and I believe all of Henderson creek is 
staked too, although I don’t know so 
much about it. There will be great 
shipments of gold out of Dawson in 
the spring—such shipments as_ will 
astonish the world and visibly affect 
its gold supply.

THE TESLIN LAKE ROUTE. 


John Martin, a protessional packer in 
the Stickeen river region was recently 
interviewed by the Victoria, B. C. Col- 
onist as to the practicability of the pro- 
posed Yukon route by way of Telegraph 
Creek and Teslin lake.
